Last evening aliout 7 o'clock, the Methodist Prot¬

estant Church, on Sixth Street, n-ar Hate, was partly
destroyed by the exploaiofl of defective gas-pipe*. At
the hour mentioned, some fi/teeu persons were assem¬

bled in the basement for meetings, when a strong odor
wa> felt, and an effoit made to discover the leakage.
A light was applied to the meter, when the blaze
bur-t forth, but was extinguished by a bucket of water,
(/uict was almost restored, when the explosion took
place, tearing up the floor, shattering the walls, aud
making a wreck of the basement.
More than half the pe.vs in taa church were torn up,

win h<ws were b'.owu out, and portions of the floor
blown hs high aa tho ceiling. Doors were forced from
the hingen and blown into the utreet. The explosion
was heard at n distance of half a mile. Tka window*
of many buildings in the vicinity were destroyed.
